Massachusetts now has a similar 
law, and Mr, Tufjenkian wants the 
Town to establish such a commis- 
sion, So that the money can be bor- 
rowed at lower rates, for the new 
part of Sweetheart Plastics, 

‘TM Sterling Morris commented 
on the tight money situation in the 
U.S, and agreed that something had 

be done, ‘We have to encourage 

* he said, and he agreed 
to recommend that the town back 
the proceedure, It would probably 
mean a special Town Meeting, 

Tufjenkian told the Selectmen 
that he had been working with Mr.

This is a view of West Berlin 
as seen by the publisher of a 
small American paper - not the 
syndicated views that appear in the 
large US dailies and magazines, 

It relates to the observations of 
the publisher of the Town Crier, 
during June 16 - 18 ofthisyear, 

The first remark 1s practically 
unnecessary. 

Like every other German city, 
Berlin in a place of cleanliness, 
‘There is no dirt to be seen in the 
streets, no broken glass, It does 
not appear as did, for instance, the 
DeMoulas Parking Lot, on the 
morning of July 4th, It is a place 
where it is a pleasure to walk or 
ride, just because of the clean 
appearance and atmosphere, 

But there is a joker to this, There 
is no place, any longer, for house- 
holders to dispose of such things 
as old packing crates, refriger- 
ators, etc, The writer did not see 
the place, but he was told that one 
portion of a large city park was 
now becoming an unofficial dump, 
and had the people of Berlin wor- 
ried, 

Basically, the famous (or in- 
famous) blocade 1s at fault, Berlin, 
which prides itself on beingaclean 
and attractive city, is running out 
of space, and it is impossible to 
-take trash and debris out of the 
city, because to do so 1s to go into 
East Germany, which surrounds 
‘our’ City of Berlin on all sides, 


Barbed Wire 


‘Die Mauer’ (The Wall) 1s, of 
course, the most famous thing in 
Berlin, It completely surrounds 
West Berlin, making that city an 
island - a fact about which many 
jokes have been made by the West 
Berlin peoples, y 

Since the writer has returned to 
the United States he has readevery 
article he could find, seemingly 
currently written, in the larger 
newspapers and magazines, about 
the wall, In practically every 
instance there was a reference to 
the barbed wire on top of the Wall. 

The fact is that the East Ger- 
mans have taken away the barbed 
wire, They have a more devilish 
substitute, one that looks better, 
and is more efficient, 

On top the The Wall dividing 
East and West Berlin, today, at 
all points the writer was told, 
and most certainly at those points 
seen by the writer, are long sec- 
tions of water pipe. 

‘The barbed wire has disappeared 
It was horrible and ugly, in more 
than one meaning ofthe word, What 
has been substituted for the barbed 
wire is even more horrible, even 
though it does present a ‘cleaner’ 
picture - more horrible in its 
efficiency, 

Long sections of water pipe, six 
inches in diameter, and mounted on 
roller bearings, now surmount the 
Wall, 

All the buildings on the east side 
of the Wall have been razed, There 
is an anti-tank ditch, with ‘dragons 


on lease on long ‘trolley wires’ 
~ all of which the refugee has to 
cross, before he gets to The Wall. 

And all points, of course, are 
fn sight of the ‘People’s Police, 
otherwise known as the Vopos, and 
all armed with machine guns, 

Ifa refugee succeeds, somehow, 
in surpassing all these obstacles

The only barbed wire tobe seen, 
as far as the writer observed, is

Perhaps the Russians are proud 
of their memorial, Possibly there 
are those who may have misgivings 
But if ever there was a monument 
to continued, planned provocation, 
it is the Soviet War Memorial in 
Berlin, 

The Allied Forces are nervous 
about that monument, British ‘Red 
Caps’ (Military Police) patrol the 
area, and keep the average man 
moving along - tourist or not, No 
chances are being offered to the 
Russians to proclaim a ‘provoca- 
tion’, 

And near the monument are 
those movable barricades of 
barbed wire. They are hiddendis~
